ADVICE ON 
CHIGGERS 


With many outdoor work- 
ers suffering from chiggfer 
bites, Dr. Wayne Ramsey, 
Chief mdical officer, an- 
swors the many inquiries 
mide by residents as to 
effects from bites, 

Chirsers are mimte oval- 
shaped roc parasites which 
hibernate on woody decay- 


ing substances and occur 
in great numbers in the 
grass and brushes, in the 


fields and in moist swampy 
places. 

The chigcer attacks ex- 
posed parts of the body, 
usually the legs, and will 
cause intense itching for 
a few days. The bite of 
the chigzer is annoying, 
but otherwise harmless, 
stated Dr. Ramsey. 

A warm soap bath after 
exposure will usually rid 
tho skin of the parasites 
and the application of 
witch hazel ointment will 
often allay the itching, 
was the advico given by Dr. 
Ramseye

We will 
decorato 411 those graves whore burials have becn mado 
in the last 15 or 20 years at loast and will place 
flowors at the Pioneer Monument and tho other bir 
'prefocturc' monumont. They will all bo troated aliko. 
We can't put too many at coach ono but thoy will cach 
have a florel romombrance. We do this in momory cf & 
lot of fine folks who aro in on unfortunate situation 
and who can not do these honors in porson. 

"Our admiration and dcop respect for you Japemese= 
Americans and Japanese have not changed one iota be- 
cause of war conditions. We thought of you while you 
were here &s good people and to us now you are still 
just as good and trus as over. 

"If any of the folks want to write us to do 
any favors, we will be happy to do what we oan.

TEACHERS NEEDED 


J. A. Trice, suverintendent of education, calls tho 
attention of the Center residents to the shortage of 
teachers in the Rohwer schools, particularly for next 
yere The WRA has frozen, the number of Caucasian 
teachers to 56, the present. number. 

Sixty-one evacuee teachers are now: in our schools, 
from which number many arg planning to leave or col- 
leges to finish their education. 

The schools are faced with two alternatives. The 
first is to carry on next year with a reduced number 
of teachers. This will mean vory large classes; per- 
haps, too large to allow tho schools to be accredited. 
To avoid this, Conter residents who are qualified and 
who are willing to tako some teacher training must 
fill the places of tho 'evacuec toachors relocating 
nov ə 

Thoro is an immodiate need for elomentary teachors 
and instructors in science, agriculture, typing, art, 
shop and mathematics, Instructors in many other. sub~ 
jects will bo neoded noxt fall. Persons interosted 
in teaching, or parents who have any names of pros- 
pective teachers should make applications to. Dr. 
Mildred Silver in 51-1-D as soon 4s possiblo.
